BISMARCK, N.D. (Feb. 8, 2017) - Gov. Doug Burgum issued the following statement today after 
the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers granted the easement needed for the Dakota Access Pipeline 



to cross Army Corps land at Lake Oahe, Col. John Henderson, commander of the Army Corps' 
Omaha District, informed the governor's office that the final easement had been issued. 

“This easement allows for completion of an important piece of infrastructure that will provide a 
safe means of moving North Dakota crude oil to market while protecting the Missouri River for 
the Standing Rock Sioux Tribe and other downstream users," Gov. Burgum said, “Public safety 
remains our No, 1 concern. We ask for everyone's cooperation and restraint to ensure that the 
pipeline is completed in a safe manner and that the massive clean-up effort to remove tents, 
structures, garbage and other debris from the protest camps is completed and the camps are 
vacated before potentially life-threatening spring flooding occurs." 

"We continue to call upon federal officials to send additional law enforcement resources, 
including Bureau of Indian Affairs and U.S. Customs and Border Protection officers, to assist 
state and local authorities in keeping the peace during construction," Burgum said,

Burgum issues statement about President Trump's 
executive action on Dakota Access Pipeline 

BISMARCK - Gov. Doug Burgum issued the following statement today in response to the executive 
action by President Donald Trump directing federal agencies to expedite the review and approval 
process for the Dakota Access Pipeline. 

"After months of politically driven and costly delays by the Obama administration. President Trump has 
moved this important infrastructure project one step closer to completion," Burgum said. "This pipeline 
underwent an exhaustive review process and was twice upheld by federal courts. We ask that the 
Trump administration provide federal law enforcement resources to assist in upholding the law and 
protecting people and property rights as the project moves toward completion under Lake Oahe/' 

In a memo to the Secretary of the Army, Trump stated that he believes "construction and operation of 
lawfully permitted pipeline infrastructure serve the national interest." The memo did not grant the 
easement for the Lake Oahe crossing or permit drilling to begin immediately, but directed the LL5. Army 
Corps of Engineers to review and approve "in an expedited manner" requests to construct the pipeline, 
and consider prior reviews and determinations as satisfying all applicable requirements of federal law. 

"As the legal and political process continues to unfold, we remain squarely focused on life safety and 
protecting all citizens, including the protesters still camped in a flood zone in southern Morton County," 
Burgum said. "We strongly support the Standing Rock Tribal Council's unanimous vote Friday asking 
those remaining at the camps to vacate the area and head home to allow cleanup to happen before 
spring flooding begins. While we support free speech and the right to peacefully protest, we are 
concerned about safety due to flooding and ongoing violent protests, including last Wednesday's 
incident on the Backwater Bridge that resulted in 21 arrests." 

"We all care about clean water in North Dakota. As this situation has unfolded, it has become a political 
flashpoint for many causes unrelated to the Standing Rock Sioux Tribe's original concerns," Burgum said, 
"Moving ahead, our administration is committed to government-to-government consultation and an 
inclusive permitting process that represents the viewpoints of all interested parties. We look forward to 
a return to collaborative dialogue and improved relations so we can collectively focus our energy on 
addressing the important issues facing the tribes in our state."

Burgum attends listening session 
with Cannon Ball residents 


CANNON BALL, N.D. - Gov. Doug Burgum visited the community of Cannon Ball on Wednesday night to 
meet with and listen to local residents as they shared their concerns and discussed how the state and 
Standing Rock Sioux Tribe can work together on important issues to create hope for the future. 

The governor met for more than three hours with about 70 residents, Cannon Ball District 
representatives, Standing Rock Tribal Council members and Chairman Dave Archambault II at the 
Cannon Ball Community Center. 

Residents shared their concerns about the impacts of the ongoing Dakota Access Pipeline protests, 
explaining how they hosted people from all over the world but now their resources are stretched thin, 
they feel less safe and relationships with neighbors have become frayed. They also stressed the 
inconvenience, health concerns and economic hardship related to the closure of Highway 1806 between 
Cannon Ball and Bismarck-Mandan and their strong desire to see the Backwater Bridge reopened. 

Gov. Burgum acknowledged the impacts and was pleased to hear residents reaffirm their desire to 
vacate and clean up the main protest camp before spring flooding in order to maintain public safety, 
avoid river contamination and ensure a safe environment, which is key to a phased reopening of the 


bridge. The governor also said he looks forward to working with the tribe on issues such as education 
and health care after the pipeline matter is resolved, 

"We can't change the past/' Burgumn said, "but we can change the future by how we work together." 

Tribal elders said it was the first time they could recall a sitting North Dakota governor coming to meet 
with residents in Cannon Ball, 

"Just listening and understanding shows that he is willing to work for all North Dakota citizens/' 
Archambault said. "I commend the governor and look forward to finding solutions with him." 


Tribal chairman decries Dakota Access protesters' new camp

BISMARCK, N,D. | Dakota Access oil pipeline protesters who tried to set up a new r camp on private land 
undermined the Standing Rock Sioux tribe’s efforts to stop the $3.8 billion project, tribal Chairman Dave 
Archambault says. 

Archambault in recent weeks has been pushing protesters to leave their flood-prone main encampment on 
federal land between the reservation and the pipeline route and asking that activism be spread around the U.S, 
He said efforts by some to establish a camp Wednesday on nearby higher ground "do not represent the tribe/ 1 

Authorities arrested 74 protesters , including American Indian activist Chase Iron Eyes, after they set up 
teepees Wednesday on land owned by Texas-based pipeline developer Energy Transfer Partners. Protesters 
said they were peacefully assembling on land they believe rightfully belongs to American Indians, The Morton 
County Sheriffs Office initially reported 76 arrests but later said two were protesters accused of unrelated drug 
offenses. 

The new camp site was west of the main encampment that for months has housed hundreds and sometimes 
thousands of people who support the tribe's position that the pipeline threatens their drinking water and Native 
American cultural sites. The pipeline would carry oil from North Dakota through the Dakotas and Iowa to a 
shipping point in Illinois, The route would go under Lake Oahe, a large reservoir along the Missouri River. 
Energy Transfer Partners disputes the tribe’s arguments and says the pipeline will be safe, 

A few hundred people still remain in the main camp, which is being cleaned up this week in advance of spring 
flooding that could carry any remaining refuse into the Missouri River. Archambault in recent weeks has called 
for the camp to disband, and late Wednesday he urged people who have left to stay away. 

"In these past few weeks at camp, I see no reflection of our earlier unity, and without unity we lose," he said. 

Iron Eyes, who made an unsuccessful bid for Congress last fall, remained jailed Thursday and unavailable for 
comment, a spokesman said. Iron Eyes told The Associated Press last week that he and others feel a need to 
"keep up the pressure" because "right now the will of the public is being expressed by a president that does not 
represent the majority in this country." 

President Donald Trump last month called on the Army to reconsider its earlier decision to block the pipeline 
from being laid under Lake Oahe. It’s the last big chunk of construction for the pipeline, and work has stalled 
while ETP battles the Army Corps of Engineers in court for permission to proceed. 

Acting Army Secretary Robert Speer on Tuesday ordered a review of the Army's earlier decision not to grant 
permission until more study was done. It's unclear how long the review will take, but U.S, Sen. John Hoeven 
told the AP that after a conversation with Speer, he’s certain permission will be granted soon. 



The fight is no longer here, but in the halls and courts of the federal government," Archambault said. 


After Wednesday's arrests, law enforcement allowed people in the main camp to come to the new camp site 
and remove the teepees, which American Indians consider sacred.
